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THE grieving sister of a man who 
drowned in a park fountain hours 
after leaving hospital has called 
for doctors to have immediate ac¬ 
cess to patients’ mental health re¬ 
cords. 

John Chandler, 51, living in 
Kingston but originally from Ted- 
dington, was found in the Diana 
Fountain in Bushy Park at about 
9.10am on Saturday, February 20. 
He was pronounced dead at the 
scene at 11.27am. 

The night before he had been ad¬ 
mitted to West Middlesex Hospital 
with breathing problems, but was 
allowed to leave after he had been 
treated, an inquest at West London 
Coroner’s Court heard last week. 

Mr Chandler, of Carlisle Close, 
had a history of mental health 
problems and had been assigned 
a care co-ordinator by South West 
London and St George’s mental 
health trust (SWLSTG) a month 
before his death. 

Speaking after the inquest, his 
sister Janice Thompson, 58, said: 
“I thought his [mental health re¬ 
cords] would flag up immediately, 
I thought they would have access. 

“I think that’s something that 
they should change. 

“He was very intelligent, obvi¬ 
ously his mental health took over.” 

Marjorie Wallace, chief exec¬ 
utive of mental health charity 
SANE, said: “Although the circum¬ 
stances of John Chandler’s death 
remain unclear, his treatment and 
subsequent discharge from hospi¬ 
tal would most likely have bene¬ 
fited from doctors having imme¬ 
diate access to his medical history. 

“Such a system could also prove 
invaluable for other patients 
with severe and enduring mental

health conditions who seek treat¬ 
ment for physical ailments in 
A&E, and who are at much greater 
risk of dying from conditions such 
as cancer, heart and respiratory 
disease.” 

Coroner Chinyere Inyama told 
Ms Thompson during the inquest 
that doctors do not have immedi¬ 


ate access to records when some¬ 
body is admitted to hospital with 
a physical problem. 

Mr Chandler, who lived with his 
mother, had also spoken with his 
care co-ordinator Gail Baxter in 
the days before his death, with Mr 
Chandler hanging up the phone, 
the court heard. 


He suffered from bipolar dis¬ 
order and paranoid personality 
disorder, and had recently split up 
with his girlfriend. 

Dave Emmett, of the commu¬ 
nity mental health team at SWL¬ 
STG, said: “[Doctors] are unlikely 
to know unless they pick it up by 
your behaviour. It was a massive 
surprise. 

“I believe there were risk fac¬ 
tors of self-harm in his history. 
Over the years we had mixed pres¬ 
entation with Mr Chandler. 

“Sometimes he wasn’t always 
engaging. 

“Knowing John I would expect 
that the break-up was very diffi¬ 
cult for him.” 

Mr Inyama concluded that Mr 
Chandler drowned, but left an 
open verdict into whether it was 
suicide, misadventure or an acci¬ 
dent. 

He said: “There is evidence of 
previous attempts to self-harm, 
but there is also evidence that Mr 
Chandler was very frank in telling 
people. I can’t be satisfied. 

“I’ve got no idea how he got 
there. I can’t even say this was an 
accident, it’s one of those rare oc¬ 
casions where I have to declare an 
open conclusion.” 

Ms Thompson said she was not 
frustrated by the open verdict and 
paid tribute to her “kind and gen¬ 
erous” brother. 

She said: “They said originally 
it was a difficult case. I don’t find 
it frustrating, it just means that 
maybe he didn’t kill himself. 

“He was a very family loving 
person. He was a very kind man 
throughout his life.”

A SHOCKING video shows 
a road-rage driver hurling a 
tirade of abuse at a Kingston 
cyclist after swerving in front 
of him and cutting him off. 

The video surfaced last 
Tuesday - the same day that 
BBC presenter Jeremy Vine 
revealed he had been the tar¬ 
get of a terrifying road rage 
incident as he cycled in cen¬ 
tral London. 

Dave Williams, 48, said he 
was cycling at about 20mph 
in Elm Road when he tapped 
a Peugeot 206 cabriolet with 
his hand, to let the driver 
know he was too close. 

But instead of moving 
away, the driver is seen to 
swerve into Mr Williams’ 
path, speeding up and then 
stopping suddenly next to a 
parked car, blocking the cy¬ 
clist in. 

While opera music blares 
out of the stereo, the driver 
gets out and shouts: “F****** 
idiot, f****** idiot. You’re a 

ft***** idiot.” 


When a jogger runs past 
and shouts, “He’s not worth 
it,” the balding motorist gets 
back in his vehicle - but he 
soon jumps out again to re¬ 


monstrate further with Mr 
Williams. 

Wearing a black T-shirt 
emblazoned with the words, 
“Our weather is being engi¬ 


neered. Seek the truth,” he 
screams: “I kept right over to 
the right hand side. 

“If you noticed I kept right 
over to the right hand side. 


You kept f****** going. You 
deliberately went in.” 

Mr Williams, who can be 
heard repeatedly shouting 
“Get back”, claims he felt so 
threatened during the en¬ 
counter that he brandished 
his D-lock above his head to 
keep the driver away 

He told the Kingston 
Guardian : “Cars getting too 
close happens a lot but I have 
never had someone threaten 
me quite like this. 

“I was cycling at about 
20mph, the speed limit, but 
this guy just thought he 
could not wait. I was really 
shocked. You can see I am 
holding my D-lock above my 
head because I was so threat¬ 
ened.” 

The driver has been given 
a caution after the June 9 row 
and Mr Williams released the 
footage as a warning. 

Mr Williams, a member 
of Kingston Cycling Cam¬ 
paign, said: “A caution is not 
as harsh a punishment as he 
deserved. “I would have liked 
to have seen him charged and 
fined..”

New study reveals the increasing stress on our paramedics

Spotlight on stress of 
ambulance workers 



KINGSTON University experts 
are shining a light on the in¬ 
creasing pressures that UK am¬ 
bulance services face. 

A new report by the National 
Institute for Health Research 
(NIHR), developed in conjunc¬ 
tion with Kingston and St 
George’s University of London 
academics, has revealed how am¬ 
bulance services are adapting to 
cope with pressures, including a 
significant increase in emergen¬ 
cy calls. 

The study, which looked at 10 


years of UK ambulance statis¬ 
tics, revealed stress is coming 
from an ageing population, the 
requirement to ease pressure on 
A&E, and the need to make quick 
decisions in a landscape of ‘new 
providers, staff roles and patient 
pathways’. 

The report also revealed that 
more ambulance staff now treat 
patients at the scene or by phone 
and the number of patients not 
transferred to hospital after be¬ 
ing seen by paramedics varies 
from 27 in one trust to 52 per cent 
in another. 

Professor Tom Quinn, from 
the Faculty of Health Social 
Care and Education, featured in 
the study 


He said: “The knowledge we 
have gained from 10 years of 
NIHR research into ambulance 
services is already saving lives 
and reducing care costs. 

“However, there is still a lot of 
work to do in evaluating new and 
existing treatments to ensure 
their use is backed up by the ev¬ 
idence. 

“The research has provided 
valuable insight into demands 
on ambulance services and the 
impact on patients, and I am 
proud to have played a part in 
the research collaborations. 

“The findings in this report 
will provide evidence for future 
developments in both policy and 
practice.”

KINGSTON’S Bentall Cen¬ 
tre will see significant re¬ 
tail changes after a number 
of high-street staples an¬ 
nounced closures in the fa¬ 
mous shopping centre. 

HMV, one of the biggest 
single stores in the centre, 
is closing down on October 8 
to move into a much smaller 
unit on the ground floor. 

An HMV worker said 
cheaper rent was one of the 
reasons for the move. The 
music shop will take up one 
of the spaces next to McDon¬ 
alds where Toys R Us and 
Cafe Giardino were based. 

The Italian-style cafe was 
one of the oldest Bentall Cen¬ 
tre tenants, having opened in 
2001. It closed on August 19. 

A statement from man¬ 
agement attached to the 
empty shop window reads: 
“We would like to thank you 
for visiting over the past 15 
years. It has been a great 
pleasure to serve you all.” 


Neighbours Toys R Us shut 
earlier this month after two 
years in the town. 

A spokeswoman claimed 
the store, where Hollywood 
star Angelina Jolie was spot¬ 
ted buying Lego for her chil¬ 
dren in April, was a “pop-up” 
and always set to close. 

She said: “Toys R Us have 
said a temporary goodbye to 
Kingston as their store has 
come to a natural closure. We 


have been in Kingston since 
2014 and have enjoyed our 
welcome. However, the store 
was a pop-up temporary store 
that has come to the end of 
its term. 

“We are always on the 
look out for new units 
which would fit our location 
briefs.” 

The closures come just 
four months after four major 
chains - Lidl in Adams Walk, 


BHS in Alderman Judge 
Mall, Austin Reed in the 
Bentall Centre and Cargo in 
Eden Walk - announced they 
would close. 

BHS collapsed into admin¬ 
istration in April leaving a 
multi-million pound tax bill 
and putting 11,000 jobs across 
the country at risk. Remain¬ 
ing stores across the country 
closed on August 28. 

Kingston staff held a clos¬ 
ing down party to commemo¬ 
rate their time there. 

Emma O’Donnell, former 
commercial manager of BHS 
Kingston, said: “We want to 
show the positivity behind 
the story—the fact that de¬ 
spite us all losing our jobs the 
team in Kingston has a real 
family feel and remained up¬ 
beat to the very end. 

“Sunday saw the last trad¬ 
ing day at BHS. Massive 
queues formed outside both 
entrances more than an hour 
before we opened and the 
store closed an hour earlier 
than usual as all the stock 
had sold out. 

“Most of the team have al¬ 
ready been successful in se¬ 
curing new employment.” 


AREA SAFETY: KINGSTON is 
the third safest borough in the 
capital to travel through by bus. 
According to figures compiled 
by Transport for London, 212 
crimes were reported on buses 
travelling through the borough 
between July last year and 
June. Only neighbouring Sutton 
and Richmond were found to 
be safer, with 189 and 211 inci¬ 
dents respectively.

Walked out of hospital when she should have been watched 

Mum’s death ruled as 
suicide through drugs

A MENTALLY-ill mother walked 
out of a Kingston Hospital psy¬ 
chiatric bay where staff were 
meant to be monitoring her and 
took a fatal drug overdose, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Janine-Marie Linder, 44, was 
suffering from severe depressive 
disorder when she was taken to 
hospital by ambulance on June 
5, 2014, after claiming to have 
taken an overdose. 

She had a history of mental 
illness and told hospital staff 
that she thought people wanted 
to hurt her and her daughter. 
She was put in a monitoring bay 
in the emergency department 
but was allowed to walk out un¬ 
challenged and, that night, over¬ 
dosed on drugs. 

Her internal organs shut 
down and she was transferred 
to a special unit at Kings College 
Hospital, but died on July 20. 

Specialist mental health ad¬ 
viser David Bagott said: “It 
seems she asked to go out for 
fresh air and then left the hospi-

tal. The cubicle [she was put in] 
could be better. We are working 
with Kingston Hospital.” 

At Ms Linder’s inquest last 
Wednesday, West London Cor¬ 
oner’s Court heard that the lo¬ 
cal mental health assessment 
team misunderstood how ill Ms 
Linder was, and did not see her 
before her overdose, despite her 
Hook Surgery GP Toyin Baikie 
making an urgent request for a 
visit in April 2014. 

Ian Higgins, who helped in¬ 
vestigate the events leading up 
to Ms Linder’s death for South 
West London and St George’s 
Mental Health Trust, said: “The 
communication from the mental 
health team back to the GP could 
have been better. The initial re¬ 
ferral was received on April 10. 
There were problems engaging 
and being able to see her.” 


As well as her depressive 
disorder the court was told Ms 
Linder was a hoarder and her 
home, in Frimley Road, Chess- 
ington, had no working toilet or 
heating. Kingston mental health 
team had made contact over the 
phone but she was unwilling to 
let them into her home. 

Dr Higgins said: “I think the 
assessment and phone contact 
was appropriate. Best practice 
with hindsight would have been 
to go back to GP Baikie [who Ms 
Linder was familiar with] to con¬ 
firm, ‘This is where we are’.” 

He added that since Ms 
Linder’s death policies had been 
reviewed and there were now 
“quarterly audits [to monitor] 
risk and it risk is managed” plus 
more regular contact with GPs. 

Ms Linder’s daughter, Eleanor 
Fitzgibbon, who lives in Man¬ 
chester, said money worries and 
the death of her grandmother in 
2006 were contributing factors in 
her mother’s depression. 

South West London coroner 
Chinyere Inyama ruled Ms 
Linder died from suicide while 
suffering from severe depressive 
disorder with psychotic delu¬ 
sions.

London's underground world of 
backstreet bike racing provides 
the backdrop for gritty thriller, 
Alleycats. 

Named after the social races 
of these city cyclists, first time 
director Ian Bonhote's high- 
energy film is about a bicycle 
courier and alleycat rider who 
witnesses a crime involving a 
prominent MP and its subsequent 
violent cover-up. 

It is a tense, twisting story, one 
where the audience never knows 
who to trust. 

Bonhote, who also 
co-wrote the film, told us: 

"As a filmmaker I always wanted 
to find something that was very 
London. 

"I didn't identify with gangster 


stuff, I'm not into horror —and 
the council estate (dramas), I 
didn't come from that world. A 
white, middle-class foreign boy 
trying to make something like 
that doesn't work." 

The answer was the alleycats, 
a group that the filmmaker fell in 
with when he moved to London 
from his native Switzerland and 
took to cycling around the city. 

He said: "It is more the alleycat 
racing. I like cycling but it is more 
that tribe. I like couriers. I have 
been cycling in London since 
the late 1990s when I arrived. 
There weren't that many cyclists. 
Cycling has exploded." 

He added: "I got into this sort 
of world and found it exciting." 

Bonhote knew early on the 


alleycat riders made the perfect 
subject matter for his film, which 
he started writing back in 2007. 

He said: "Here you have got 
misfits, people from all walks of 
life. You might have a posh kid 
having a rebellion, you might 
have a council estate kid who 
falls into it, you might have some 
Brazilian dudes, some Latin 
American dudes, some illegal 
immigrants. 

"All of that just made it that 
microcosm of people walking 
together and becoming friends by 
sharing a passion. That is why I 
think it is very London." 

The director was also well 
aware that cycling in the capital 
would be an interesting way to 
get action into his film, especially 


on a tight budget. 

Filming took place in London 
locations including Croydon, 
often with the real world carrying 
on alongside. 

Bonhote said: "You could place 
the camera on a bike. I'm a really 
good cyclist and I'm a bit crazy 
and I've shot loads of skateboard 
videos so I took the camera and 
I shot with them in the middle 
of the park. We shot with the 
tracking vehicle. All of those 
elements made it really exciting." 

He added: "What really 
attracted me was the possibility 
to visually make something 
exciting and reveal a part of 
London that people didn't know. 

I love the subculture and the 
exciting visuals you could have." 


Alleycats features a strong 
supporting cast including Rizzle 
Kicks' Jordan Stephens and Four 
Weddings and a Funeral's John 
Hannah, but the film is anchored 
by Poldark actress Eleanor 
Tomlinson as Danni. 

It was important, and entirely 
natural, for Bonhote to have a 
strong female lead. 

He said: "I am single mum 
raised. My dad passed away 
when I was young and my mum 
never got together with anyone 
else. She was twice widowed so 
me and my brother have got a 
very strong mother figure. My 
next film has a female lead. 

"I just find women more 
interesting. In our super-liberal, 
developed, Western society 


we still can't get equal pay etc 
etc, let alone LGBT rights. The 
woman's rights are threatened 
constantly. 

"I know a lot of female 
couriers. They are in the minority, 
not the majority, but they are 
amazing kick-ass women. When 
you look at Team GB, the women 
did better than the men." 

It was also important that 
Danni was a fully fleshed-out 
character rather than a 'super¬ 
tough' hero. 

"Danni is not super-tough. She 
sometimes cracks. She has got 
denial, she has got envy, she has 
got fears, she has got everything 
- she is a human being." 

Alleycats is out on Digital 
Download and DVD now. 
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A south London festival is scientif¬ 
ically-proven to entertain young 
minds. 

Brain Waves festival at Wim¬ 
bledon's Polka children's theatre 
from September 21 to October 16 
sees performance meet neurosci¬ 
ence in a series of shows, work¬ 
shops, screenings and talks. 

Polka's artistic director Peter 
Glanville said: "I thought it would 
be really interesting to have a pe¬ 
riod where over a few weeks we 
had a festival format which ex¬ 
plored a particular theme in more 
detail and for the first time al¬ 
lowed wider conversations to hap¬ 
pen around a particular theme. 

'There is so much stuff that is 
coming out research-wise about 
neuroscience, and how the brain 
changes and develops in children 
and how huge and significant 
that can be particularly with early 
years children." 

The festival sees artists work¬ 
ing with scientists to develop 
shows including Shake Rattle and 
Roll, produced with Birkbeck Uni¬ 
versity's Baby Lab and exploring 
what babies are thinking, why 
they laugh and react. 

Glanville said: "We would be 
in rehearsals and the performer 
would be doing different things 
and the children would giggle and 
really respond and be moving in 
response to what she was doing. 

"As artists we would be say¬ 
ing 'that's brilliant, keep that bit 
in'. With the scientists there, they 
would be saying 'the reason why 
they laughed there was because 
you did that and this was because 
there was a change of rhythm.'" 

Depths of My Mind, performed 
at the Brit School in Croydon from 
September 23 to October 2, sees 


aerialists from Scarabeus Aerial 
Theatre performing over the 
heads of the audience to bring 
to life the latest developments 
of neuroimaging of the teenage 
brain, including how it changes 
as we grow up, change and long 
for somewhere to belong. 

Author Nicola Morgan - 
whose Young Adult fiction books 
include Mondays are Read and 
Fleshmarket - will host a talk on 
reading, relaxing and the teen¬ 
age brain on September 21. 

Polka will also become a 
Fun Palace on October 1 and 2 
with activities including a screen¬ 
ing of Disney's Inside Out and 


Animating the Brain. 

Glanville hopes Brain Waves 
will provide food for thought as 
well as science-inspired enter¬ 
tainment. He said: "We know 
now that there are 700 neurons 
in the brain that are forming in 
the first year in a baby's life. The 
difference in a baby that is being 
loved and stimulated and re¬ 
sponded to and played with in re¬ 
lation to a baby that is not having 
those experiences changes the 
whole pattern and framework of 
their life. 

"As a society we need to think 
about that."

JOINFORCES 



Joint ownership of a property 
may seem quite straightforward. 
You and your partner buy a 
house together and, after that, 
everything is hunky-dory unless 
the relationship goes pear-shaped. 
Even then, there is no problem. You 
just sell the property and split the 
proceeds 50-50. 

If only it really were that simple. 
In fact, joint ownership is full of 
many complex legal nuances, so 
it is wise to acquaint yourself with 
some of them before signing on 
the dotted line with the love of 
your life. See below 10 top tips to 
consider: 

1) Properties, whether leasehold 
or freehold, can be jointly owned 
by two or more people either 

as joint tenants or tenants in 
common. They are not quite the 
same thing and you need to work 
out which type of joint ownership 
arrangement suits you before a 
property is registered with the 
Land Registry. 

2) If you buy a property with 
someone else your solicitor will 
draw up a 'declaration of trust' 


which will clarify whether you and 
your partner are 'joint tenants' 
or 'tenants in common'. "That 
clarity is important because it 
makes selling a property later 
comparatively straightforward," 
says Nick Alderman, partner at 
Knight Frank. 

3) Joint tenants have equal 
rights to the whole property 
and if one owner dies, the other 
automatically inherits the whole 
property. A joint tenant cannot 
pass on his or her half-share of 
the property to someone else in 
their will. 

4) Tenants in common do not 
necessarily have to own equal 
shares in a property. For instance, 
one could own 75 per cent, the 
other 25 per cent. And their share 
does not automatically go to the 
other in the event of their death. 
They can bequeath it to someone 
else in their will if they wish. 

5) Nothing is set in stone. 
Tenants in common can become 
joint tenants, and often do - if 
they decide to get married, for 
example. Similarly, joint tenants 


might decide to become tenants 
in common, which offers greater 
flexibility in the event of divorce 
or separation. Note that this does 
not have to be done by mutual 
consent. One joint owner can 
serve what is called a 'notice of 
severance' on the other owner. 

6) t is also possible for the sole 
owner of a property to transfer 
the ownership to joint ownership, 
whether as joint tenants or tenants 
in common. This step is often taken 
when couples move in together. 

7) Joint ownership is particularly 
beneficial in the case of second 
homes, on which capital gains tax 
is payable. If the properties are 
jointly owned, both parties can 
take advantage of their capital 
gains tax allowance of £11,100. 

8) The 50:50 split in the case 
of a property co-owned by joint 
tenants also extends to any rental 
income that may accrue from the 
property. 

9) In the event of one joint 
owner of a property 'losing mental 
capacity', and being judged 
incapable of signing legally binding 


documents, the other owner has 
to apply to the Court of Protection 
before he or she can sell the 
property. 

10) It goes without saying that, 
when acquiring a property jointly 
with someone else, you should 
always take expert legal advice 
and mull over the various joint 


ownership options. 

Many couples have lived 
together happily in the same 
property for years and would 
be unable to tell you if they 
were joint tenants or tenants in 
common. They probably see it as 
an academic point. But it may 
be worth clarifying your own 


situation in case of unforeseen 
developments in the future. Time 
spent on research is never time 
wasted.

The VXR delivers the 
attitude we knew was 
buried in the latest Corsa. 
JONATHAN CROUCH reports. 

BACKGROUND: Vauxhall's latest 
version of the Corsa VXR packs a 
205PS punch, a six-speed manual 
gearbox that'll delight the purists 
and the option of a Performance 
Pack with a Drexler differential, 
Brembo brakes and bigger wheels. 
Some trick Koni dampers are 
fitted as standard. Economy and 
emissions lag behind the class best 
but otherwise it's a strong showing. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Here 
in the UK, we do love an underdog 
and on that basis, we ought to be 
all over the Vauxhall Corsa VXR. It's 
never been one of the blue-blood 
hot hatches. It doesn't have the 
lineage of a Peugeot 208 GTI, the 
joie de vivre of a Fiesta ST or the 
track-bred polish of a Renaultsport 
Clio. What many people failed to 
realise about the last Corsa VXR 
is that as a pure road car, it had 
the licking of a number of more 
illustrious names. The combination 
of a slightly more supple ride 
quality and an aggressively punchy 
engine really made sense on British 
roads. Vauxhall built us a car and 
we didn't really repay them. 

Undeterred, they're back with 
another crack. This time round, 


the Corsa VXR rides on a different 
chassis and looks a good deal 
sharper. Can it beat the best in the 
class? Even if it does, will you take 
notice? You're a tough crowd. 
DESIGN: Power comes from 
an entirely predictable source, 
namely a 1.6-litre turbocharged 
petrol engine, in this case sending 
205PS through the front tyres via 
a six-speed manual box. That aces 
the Fiesta ST's 182PS but look a bit 
more closely and you realise that 
the performance margin isn't huge. 
The Corsa manages 245Nm of 
torque, with overboost lifting that 
to 280Nm for a few seconds at a 
time. By contrast the Ford makes 
240Nm of torque, overboosting to 
290Nm. And so it proves with the 
raw numbers, the Corsa getting to 
62mph in 6.8 seconds with a top 
speed of 143mph, while the Fiesta 
manages 6.9 seconds and 137mph. 
So, a small edge to the Vauxhall 
then. 

The Corsa VXR gets Koni 
dampers with Frequency Selective 
Damping (FSD) and rides 10mm 
lower than the standard Corsa. 

For the first time on a hot Corsa, 
the ESP and traction control 
systems are both two-stage and 
switchable, which is a Vauxhall 
first. Competition mode disengages 
traction control and reduces ESP 
interventions, while for track use 
the ESP can be entirely switched 


out. The electrically-assisted power 
steering has been revised for a 
more direct feel, with the 17-inch 
alloys shod with some beefy 
215/45 R17 Michelin rubber. Tick 
the Performance Package option 
and you get an aggressive Drexler 
limited-slip differential, big 330mm 
Brembo brake discs at the front, 
punchier damper settings and 


18-inch rims. 

COST: This Corsa VXR has 
been priced against £20,000 
supermini-based hot hatches like 
the Clio Renaultsport 200 Lux, the 
Peugeot 208 GTi and a top-spec 
version of Ford's Fiesta ST. For 
that kind of money, Vauxhall gives 
you standard Recaro shell-backed 
seats, a leather, flat-bottomed 


steering wheel, sports pedals, 
plus a VXR gear-lever and 
bespoke instruments. A heated 
front windscreen and Intellilink 
connectivity for both Apple iOS 
and Android smartphones are 
also standard. There's also cruise 
control, a trip computer and bi¬ 
xenon headlights. 

Safety systems include six 


airbags and stability control, but 
should you want to go further, you 
can option in Side Blindspot Alert, 
High Beam Assist, Lane Departure 
Warning and a rear-view camera. 
You can even specify a panoramic 
glass roof. The 17-inch wheels that 
come as standard are a bit of a 
dull outing, but the 18-inch option 
rims look the business.

KINGSTON’S Anthony Ay- 
inde says he is ready to grab 
the biggest opportunity of 
his boxing career with both 
hands later this month, when 
he steps up to challenge 
for the Queensbury Boxing 
League national welter¬ 
weight title in Epsom. 

The 26-year-old has already 
captured both the novice and 
regional belts during his run 
in the televised boxing show. 

And on September 24, Ay- 
inde has promised to put on 
another master class and 
beat old rival Danny Stalford 
in a repeat of their 2015 clash 
to claim his biggest prize. 

“This is going to be the 
biggest fight of my life, 
and I’m putting absolutely 
everything I have into beat¬ 
ing Stalford and getting that 
title,” said the Kingston star.
